rivi addressed tlio Reichstag to-day in be- 
lialf of the Army bill. lie said tliat the 
(ioverninent propoaeil tliebill well Icuovring 
tho dangers to the empire thib would bo in- 
volved should it be rejected. : The Govern- 
ment had been discussing tho proposed 
changes for nearly three years, nuX every 
year of delay was a year iri'evocahly lost. 
" Our rcluti(/ii3 ivitli other nations," added 
the Chancellor, " arc normal. Nobody 
nicnaoos us and we menace nobody. We abhor 
[ircventible war; wo do not admire the 
Kinallest. piece of French territory. The 
next war, should war unfortunately break 
out, would be much more difiicult, becau.se 
the French army aud fortresses, especially 
Paris, are in u much better condition ilun 
in ISTO. (iermany's condition after such a 
war, even if fol!o« e<l l>y S.'i yoar.s of pcuee, 
woulil lie infinitely more intolcii.li'c than 
noiv." C'liprivi continued : " The reliitlons of 
Kussia and France have doubllesa Ijceu 
growing intimate for two yearn |in9>. We 
lljust \.K . prepared for fi^diting, in 
Cabfi of u-M', oil two fronts, and 
we are not now prepared. Vi'c hnvc lo.st 
the military supremacy of l^uropp (ill',co

OARSMAN O'CONNOR DEAD. 

Ills QnallUes, Professional Prowess and 
General RecorU— A Slanly 3Ian. 

Toi-.ONTO, Nov. 2,1.— William O'Connor, 
the oaisman, died lure al 2:,'1(1 this after- 
noon, of typhoid fever. He uas a native of 
Toiorito, where he v.as horn abiut '_'!) years 
ago. He lirsl, b.ci'.me prominent as an 
oiisinan while he was a member of the old 
P.ivside club of that city. He afterwardo 
joined tlie 'J'oroiuo Rowing club, ami for ' 
two or three ycais held the amateur i ham- 
pioii.ship of Canad-i. His first profeisional 
race was wi'h Peters;)n of San Francisco, 
wiiom he defeated. He won the profes- 
sional championship of America from- 
'I'eemer, and has held it ever since. In 
ISSII ho rowed against the .•\uslralian 
Henry Soarle, for the world's charnpion- 
sh ip. on the Thames course, and \vas beaten* 
He has since won douhle-scull races in 
partnership with ICdward Hanlan. O'Con- 
nor was a man of good character, and was 
niiieli respected for his manly qtialities> 
apart from his prowess at the oar. 

All summer O'Connor hnd complained of 
a depressed feeling which he could not 
shake off, although he trained for several 
races in which he participated devotedly. 
In the double scull race, between hinibelf 
and Hanlan, and Hosmer and Gaudaur, he. 
attributed his defeat to hia lack of condition, 
due to illness; but iu his last contest, 
between tho same puirs, at Orillia, 
on the inth ultimo he claimed to he in per- 
fect health. Not long ago, returning 
home, h;^ was taken ill mid waa obliged to 
remain imloors for a few days ; but Iiis 
strong constitution .is.scrted i'tsclf and he 
ventured out to trantact some businesB in 
eonneotioi; with hia saloon. Next day 
(Thaiiksgiviijg Day) a relap.ic, biinging: 
on tjlyphoid le\-er, set in, whii.-li to-day 
terniiiiiitL'd fatally, although his meiiical at- 
tciilciit, Dr. (larvclt, liopifnily regarded.' 
his chances of recovery, relj'ing on hlK 
patient's vigorous constitution lo pull him 
through the critical period of tho disease. 
On .Sunday last his illneas first aaaumed a 
serious aapect, but on Monday an im- 
provement was noticed, continuing yes- 
terday without any apparent change 
About 2 o'elnek this morning hu began tO" 
grow worse and the last eaeramenta of tho' 
ijhurcli were administered lo the suffcror. 
At 10 o'clock ho revived a little, but tho" 
favorable effect was only transitory.. 
At times his delirium ceased, and 
during lucid intervals he con- 
versed with his relatives, who watched 
at his bedside. About an hour before ho 
died, ho must have felt that tho end was- 
rapidly approaching, as he bade thcin all an 
afleotionato good-bye. .Then he lapsed once 
more into unconsciousness and when his lasb- 
breath left him the watchers still thought, 
ho waa aleeping.

LoNDox, Nov. ThaBepublican niem- 
bers of llio French Ciiumber of Deputies de- 
cided ycsterduy tlmt the commission of in- 
quiry into the affjira of the I'iiimimi canal 
conipuny shall couaist of twenty-three Ko- 
publicuns, nine Conservativea and one 
Boulangist. It Is reported that'De Lessepa 
in seriously ill. When tho Chamher con- 
vened u motion of M. Levoille, that nil 
nienibera have the right to attend siltingH 
of the investigation committee, was de- 
feated hy 100 to 120. M. Deroulede an- 
nounced tliat he would not be a member of 
the investigating committee because the 
minority was inadei[iiately represented (in 
the proposed list. 1'he iirst vote for niem- 
bera resulted in the election of twenty-three 
Kepublicaua and three Conaorvativea. The 
Conservatives formally resigned from the 
committee beoausc of insufficient repre- 
sentation of their aide. Six members of the 
Left also deoHned' to serve. 

Tho three Conservattves and b\k metiibers 
of the Left elected yesterday, and wito sub- 
sc(piently resigned, proposed to be re-elect- 
ed to-day and to have the committee com- 
pleted by tlie election of more members of 
the Right who would bo nominated by their 
colleagues. It is iniprohihlo that tho 
Chamher v.-iU usiicut to the motion of M. 
Pourquery do llnissorai to invent Lhe com- 
mitteou'ilh power) of exaniiniiiL; mat;is- 
tratcs, This motion will be deljated on 
Saturday uml I lie I lovernnient will oppose 
it. It would create confusion bet noun the 
executive and juiliciid poiverfi. 

It will bo recollectcil that wliilc tlic cafjo 
was l)eiri.i.; discussed in tlie [lapers an article 
hy Alexuuiho Dninaa appearcl, declaring 
that Deacon had no riglit to kill his wife's 
paramour, even lliouijh he cauglit them 
I in jhiiirdutr (h lift II. 'I'liia created inuciisur- 
prise, as it was in direct opposition to the 
views exjiressed by I'muaa in oiii; of his 
famous novels, where he advises tlie hus- 
band to Uill .such a mar,. The urtiele was 
rccopied hy all the papers and distributed 
to the jury tluit tried Deacon. It is now 
asserteci that Abeillo's family, which was 
active in prosecuting Deacon, paid Dumas 
20,000 francs to write the article. Il)[ia fur- 
ther said the large ioQuonco of the Ahcille 
family was used in every direction for Mrs. 
Deacon. It is assorted that they spent 300,- 

000 francs to obtain Deacons conviction, and 
of this I'JO.OOO francs w.ia used with the 
newspapers. 

The Cerniau Hcichstag was opened by 
the I'iUipcror with great pomp in tho 
Knight's hall of the K.jyal palace yesterday 
morning. In his address, the Emperor said 
tho development of the military power of 
other European nations imposed on Ger- 
many the imperative duty of strengthening 
I the defensive capacity of tho empire by 
.thorough-going measures. He then pro- 
;oeeded to speak of tho proposed military 
1 bill, which, while it modified the peace 
! effebfeive,' readers possible utitizatioa of tho 
' defensive to the full limit. This would, he 
said, demand further aacrifieea for the 
FatLerland, which ho relied on the patriot- 
ism of tho people to make. The bill, lie 
added, while reducing the service in tho 
army to the extreme limit which could be 
conceded, would extend training and em- 

1 loyment to joungcr men. In order to 
enable federal stales lo make provisions for 
iiieana to strengthen tlio army, hills would 
be introduced in tho Bundesralh for further 
taxation of bourse transactions. He up- 
psa'.ed to the Keichstig to sustain tho 
pitriotic course which he liad marked out. 

Willi the exception ef liis reference to 
(Germany's frienilly foreign relations, the 
Kaiser's speech was coldly received by the 
evening pajiers. 'I'lie National Zeitu!i(! 
complains that the speech contained noth- 
ing now with regard lo the army bill. The 
ultra-Conservative paptrs say an unpreju- 
diced person can scared}' obtain from the 
speech any other impression than that the 
Empire, under ])reseiit louomic comlilions, 
is rather in need of economy than new and 
larfje demumlH. Tli'! Vossicho /.tdtiing sa3's 
the speech eoniirnis the staleineiit niadu at 
the opening pf the diet, that the economic 
situation of the country ia unsatisfactory. 

.Lord Roaebesy, the British foreipn aecre- 
tary, hasacnta note to the Government at 
Pekin, coniplaining that Chinese olIi.:i,ilH 
have Violated treaty rights hy forbiilding 
British vessels to cirry grain free from 

Shanghai to Tien T<iin, and peimitiing na- 
tive ateamers alone to carry siuih grain. Tlie 
British right is held under a treaty made ia 
18S0 between China and tli j I )ni ted States, 
UrentBritnin in the treaty b- inL; accorded the 
most favored treatmcnl. The I', kin gov- 
ernmeiit urges that the L'uitc ii S'ates liy 
tho adojition of the ('iiiiu-sc llx^.-luiiun 
hiia broken licr Ire.ily wiili ('luna, and has 
thereby excluilcil ( ; i':'al I iri' ain I'r'un the 
heiietil of the " nin-l f.iv.ucd ii:iliori "clause. 

It is safe to predict, that ihe scut lie policy 
will not prevail in llic case of .Sw,!Z:laii.l. 
Mr. Uhoiies lias been generally credited 
with a ilesire to hand over the territory to 
the ISoer.s, but those who know mini of his 
p'ar.s are i.'oiiliilciit il is all a game of be- 
lli vi; and that bis leal objcei is to kee|i the 
bait dan;;ll!iL! bi fiire Kruuer till the presi- 
dential elect ions in the 'J'r.uiavaal luis do- 
6ided whether that hard-headed but short- 
sighted politician is to retain the reins of 
government. It is quite doubtful whether 
he will do so, althoneh personally he ia con- 
fldcht of success.

Ll.NcoLX, Neh., Nov. L'l. — A com[)li- 
mentary banquet was tendered last night to 
Patrick Egan, niinistor to Chili, who has 
been visiting a few daj'a in the ciij', the 
guest of cx-lVeaident l''it/,!:er.dii, of the 
Irish National League of America. Three 
liundrcd guista were present. .\lr. Kgan, 
ill responding lo u toast, spoko at some 
length about his experiences in Chili, rclat- 
numetous inoidenta in which he \vas 
concerned. He endeavored at all times, ho 
said, to protect the rights and property of 
American citizius. He spoke of one case 
in the city of Cunception, where an Ameri- 
can is half owner of the electric light plant. 
The iulendciite of tho cily was giving a 
dinner one night when t be ligb ts suddenly 
went out, as electric lights will (jccasionally 
do. The iiitendeiite iniiiiediutely ordered 
everyboily connected with the electric liulit 
comiiaiiy put in ironn. Tln^ American 
citizen was dragged oul of bed at half-pasl 
10 at night and kept in prison inilil after 
midnight, when ibc intendeiito had him re- 
leased. ICgau exacted lor this man from the 
iJaliiiaccda government It letter of apology 
and money compensation of .■SL'.dOO. 

Speaking of the lialtiiiioro trouble, ICgan 
said that ten days after the ali'air, no ex- 
idanalioii having been olfered, he was in- 
structed by telegraph to address a note lo 
the Chilean Governiiicnt. He did so in the 
precise words of tho instructions, and im- 
mediately was mcroileasly assnileil by a 
section of tho American press. The charge 
waa made that ihe language was vnlgur, 
violent and undiploniatie, and showed a 
personal desire on his part to plunge the 
two countries into war. " Tho fact is,'' 
said Egan, " the telegram of instructions, 
whose exact words I followed, was written 
by the hand of no less a person than the 
President of the United States. Tho 
Chileans were led to believe by this section 
of o".r American press that the people in 
this countr}' unanimou.sly condemned the 
course I pursued, and, owing to thia belief, 
allowed the controversy lo go so far as it 
did." h'gan, in conclusion, assorted that 
the rclatious between Chili and the United 
States were more cordial than for half a 
century.

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THE PEOPLE'S POWER. 

Our couteinporary the Times insists 
upon it tha^ the British House of Lords has 
•the power to b&lk " the plainly expressed will 
•ot the people." Our contemporary ouglii to 
kn»w that practically tho House of Lords 
has no aiich power. Ititelllnonl men are 
convinced that the llouac of Loril.s in llicse 
diiys >s-ould not imperil its existence by 
balking, or attempting to balli, " the plain- 
ly exiucssed will of the people." If that 
body rejected a niciisiu.i on which the (lov- 
eramenthad slalied it.^ existence, in tlio 
llau.su of Oommoii-^, that rejection would 
not 1)C accepted as final liy any ir.eaus. The 
-Oovcrninent would probably resign, and 
the leader o£ the party opposing the 
measare would be asked to form a Gevern- 
ntent. If be accepted the House would be 
dissolved and an appeal would bo iniulc 
to tho people on tho issue. Here 
a;;aiii u-cnild lie lui "acUnowlediy meat of llie 
Bovereignty of the people. If they gave a 
verdict favoral-le to the measure which the 
iLords had rejected, the matter would be 
virtually decided. After the will of the 
^people had been " plainly expressed " in its 
.favor, the House of Lords would, as a n:at- 
■ter of course, pass the measare. This is 
T\'ell understood in these days. 

It is heciuse Lord Salisbury, and hun- 
dreds of thousands besides Lord Salisbury, 
believe that the will of the people of tlie 
United Kingdom has not been "plainly ex- 
pressed" with regard to Home Rule that 
he tallis iibout a Home Rule hill bciiiK 
thrown out by tlie House of Lords. And is 
there ftuyoni anywhere ^^■ho can honestly 
aay that the will of the British people 1ms 
been "plainly expressed" on that question ? 
Are there many who are certain, if an 
■ appeal were made to the people now, that 
■the verdict given in June laat would not be 
■reversed? A majority of forty docs not 
always plainly express the will of the whole 
^ople. 

We are quite sure that in these days 
there would be no need to resort to extreme 
measures, or to tlneitea to resort to auch 
measures, to coerce the House of Lords. 
The appeal to the people would 
}jo accepted by men of all ranlis and 
all parties as decisive. The Britisli Con- 
stitatien has grown since 1832. The power 
of the House of Commons in the intervening 
sixty years has developed wonderfully. 
When it expresses the will of the people 
plainly it cannot, with the remotest chance 
(A sucee.HS, be resisted. 

JJut the American Constitution, with 
which our contemporary has fallen in love, 
has no way of appealing to tho people ex- 
cept at the regular periods of election, and 
then, as we saw in IS'JO, the decision of the 
sovereign people may have no ellci-.t -.vlmluver 
ou the Government. And now in ISlhi the 
will of the sovereign people is very tardily 
recognized by tho Government. At the 
next session of Congress measures may be 
pissed in direct oppositioa to the will of 
the people twice plainly expressed at the 
polls. And those measures must go into 
dlect in .spite of the vigorourj protests of tho 
great majority of the sovereign people. 
Tlioro is no appeal from the decision of 
Congress, sancbioued by the President. 

The President-elect will, for four years 
After March 4th, have the power to veto 



laws of which tho majority of the sovereign 
people approve. That veto power is no 
form or fiction. It is a living, aolivo 
power, which is frequently exerciaud. It ia 
true that a two-thirds majority of both 
Houses can override that veto, but who is to 
know that the two-thirds majority represent 
a majority of the people '.' It is as likely as 
not that they do not. I'uljllo opinion may 
change in the United ytate.s very material- 
ly, and ou very inij)ortiint subjects, during 
tho next four years, yet there is no guaran- 
tee that the opinions of the President and of 
the Senate will undergo a corresponding 
change. Yet they will bo misters of tlie 
situation and can do as they please, no mat 
ter what tho people Wish or how they think. 
Aii intelligent man who fchinks over the 
matter will be surprised to liiid how readily 
in monarchical (ireat lii ilaiii the people can 
give effect to their wielies, and lie will won 
der how tlio framera of the Constitution of 
the Great Republic contrived to put so 
many obstacles in the way of the sovereign 
people's having their own way. 



IS IT A STUPENDOUS FRAUD.' 

The general impression is that the money 
that has been lost in attempting to c 

struct tho Panama C^nal v.-as on account ot 
tho miscalculation of tho prnjector and the 
miamauajjomeut of those who hud care of 
tho work. No one believed that any con 
aiderable proportion of tho inoucy of the 
stockholders was stolon. But the recent 
action of the Minietor of Justice of France 
shows that this is believed to have been the 
case. 

M. llicard, the French Minister of 
Justice, has deteniiiiied to prosecute M. 
Leascps and tho contractors and adminis- 
trators of the Panama Canal Company upon 
criminal charges. Among those accused 
are ^L Lesaeps, M. Lessep'a son, and JI 
Kiffel of ImIVcI Tower fame. The charge 
against them is breach of trust and malver- 
sation of funds subscribed for tho construc- 
tion of tho canal. It is set forth in 
the accusation that of the §260,000,000 
subscribed for the construction of 
the cinal, only §9-1,200,000 was 
used for that purpose ; tho balance was 
misappropriated in one way and another. 
Tiie iinnjeiise sum of !:4,U0O,On() was given 
to the newspapers ; what they did for tho 
money is not stated ; and $1,600,000 was 
lavished on lobbyists. It ia asserted that 
$166,000,000 has disappeared. ^Vhero the 
greater paft of this went cauuut bo dhscov- 
ored. It should be recollected that the 
majority of those who put their money in 
Panama Canal shares were not epeculatiug 
capitalists who had opportunities of examin- 
ing tho scheme and who could calculate 
what were its changes of success, but 
ignorant, hard-working peasants, who, rely- 
ing upon information received from those in 
whom they placed cnnlidcnce, invested their 
hard earned savings in the project. Tlieso 
people are to be pitied if the canal proves to 
bo a failure through tho mistakes and mis- 
calculations of its projectors, but the 
fact that it has failed through the dishonesty 
of those who had tho management of tho 
canal makes their position greatly more 
deplorable. 

If the scheme was couductcd in the way 
it was represented, and nearly two-thirds 
of the money subscribed for its construc- 
tion deliberately and heartlessly stolen, 
irreparable injury has been done to tho 
commercial reputation of the French nation. 
If matters arc as they arc represented, the 
fraud perpetrated uijon the coiifxliug 
French investors is of immense proportions. 
It is quite probable that if the money sub- 
scribed had been honestly expended, the 
Panama Canal would have been a success. 
This view of the case leadu to the conclu- 
sion that tho men who stole tho SICG,- 
0UO,00() cheated tho whole world as well as 
tho peasant investors. 

AMERlOAiJ FINANCE. 

The Republican Party in the United 
States has acted the part of a spendthrift 
on principle. The revenue of tho country 
was much greater than was needed for the 

ordinary purposes of government. They 
were o].posed to cutting down the taxes to 
any considerable extent, neither did they 
believe in piling up big surpluses. 80 they 
set about finding ways of spending the 
revenue. They liavo succeeded hd well that 
the surpluses of the fiuuier adiiiinislration 
have disappeared and the revenue of tho 
current year will not be sufficient to meet 
the expenditure. 

The money has boon going out of tho 
treasury this year at a tremendous rale — a 
rate not antici|)ated by Congress. Tho c 
penditure of the lir.st four months of tho 
current year lias e.xeceiled that :jf the corre- 
sponding period of last year by .S10,0i'(),l)UI). 
This nionns a total increase for the year 
ol .Sts, (Jill), 000. But the appropriations for 
this year provide for an expsndituro of only 
$12,000,000 more than last year. I'liis will 
make the deficit at the end of the year, if 
the revenue conios up to the estimate, 
.S:U),(100,000. 'J'he deficit appears to be 
chietly caused by pensions. The appropria-

There are so many who are looking for 
generoiu apprppriatioDS.for themselves and 
for tho diatricf in which they live, that 
to lessen them materially, no matter with 
what intention, will cause disappointment 
and discontout and, consequently, loss of 
vot:s. 

The Domoorata, if they really wish to 
lighten the burdens of the people and to cut 
down expenditure, will have a very uu- 
ploaaant duty to perform. They must cal- 
culate upon loaiiig the support of men who 
voted tor the party because they wanted to 
gel a share of the public plunder. Whether 
these are many or few, timo will tell. 

It is said that the state of the finances of 
tho country will compel Mr. Cleveland to 
call an extra eeasion of Congress, a stop 
which, rumor says, he is most unwilling to 
take, 'I'lio chauei's are that in npite of aliort- 
nosa of cash in the Treasury, he will man- 
ago to have bis own way. Ilia Administra- 
tion win continue to carry on the goveru- 
niont with the money at their command, 
and when Congress meets in December, 
l.Si),'i, the Deiiiocrala will begin tho work of 
economy and retrenchment to which they 
are pledged.

A few days after tho presidential election 
the New ^ork Chamber of Couunerco gave 
a banquet. Among the guests were tho 
President. elect, Grover Cleveland; the Vice-

candidate for the llcpubiijan noiiniiation 
and a hard worker for Mr. Harrison in the 
campaign. Those gentlemen, who for the 
previous four or five months had been liglit- 
ing vigorously for themselves and their 
respective parties, met at the festive board, 
and in the apeeehcs they mado alluded to 
the contest just ended in the most friendly 
und good iiun.ored manner imaginable. Mr. 
Reid cracked mild jokes about the failure 
of his bpceches on the stump, and Mr. 
Depew's jollineas would have made the 
genuine and original Mark Tapley blue with 
envy. 

TliL-re Ih no reason to bclit ve that the 
good iiunior of these gentlemen was foic;d 
or their kiudliness insincere. They had 
done what they considered their duty in 
the electoral contest. They did their best 
to ,win, but the verdict of the people was 
against them. Tlicy had really no reason 
to feel sore <jr id hold any grudge against 
those on the ctliur bide, wlio had done ex- 
actly as they did, but who were succe-isf ul. 
Both Republicans and Democrats had done 
their duty as citizens ; and, if he had fought 
fair, it would be most unreasonable to take 
ofFencc at what an opponent had done. 
They therefore, na good citizens, and as 
chivalrous, high-iniuded genllenien, could 
meet eiich (jliier e.ttf'r til-; li^,'ht was over 
and drink eucli other'a health without a hard 
or an unpleasant thought. It is, we know, 
JilTerent in other places. In South America, 
for instance, such a revolution as took place 
in the United States tlie other day could 
not bo effected without blooil.«lied, and the 
cadeis of the losing party instead of 
meeting their victorious opponents at 
a banquet would have to fiy tor their 
lives. And in places not so distant 
as South America the feeling engendered 
by tho coateaty would not settle down so 
nnickly. .Some of the CDUtrstanls would 
feel us if those who opposed iheni had done 
them a personal injury, bitter feeling would 
for a time rankle in their bosoms, and a con- 
siderable period must elapse before inter- 
cour.so between the active politicians would 
lie HH cordial as lieforo the cnntoat began. 
Hucli conduct as this ia very fooli.ih. lOvery 
man lias a right to act in political mutters 
according to bis ciruvictions, and that right 
and all that it implies should be fully recog- 
ni/.cd by every one who differs with him in 
opinion. " Our trioDds, the enemy," is in 
politics not in the least paradoxical.

Dateotive Anthony arrived yesterday 
evening from San I'Vanoitcj with the neces- 
sary papers and evidence to secure an order 
of court for the extraditiou of embezzler 
Waldeok, oWa.s Wolfie, who is still con- 
fined in the city lock-up. Anthony knows 
his man well, and shortly after his arrival 
hud an interview with liim in his cell. 
Wolfl'e, it is said, "owned up," and ex- 
pressed bis willingness to go back with the 
detective, but before pledging himself to 
any course is desirous of conferring with 
hia legal advisers — Messrs. .' -Hod well ii 
Irving. 

The prisoner is getting tired of confiue- 
nient, but seems to be buoyed up with the 
hope that his friends will make good tlie 
amount of his defalcations, and that all will 

be right. 

With the exception of a break of a few 
days in Portland, WolfTo appears to have 
made straight for Victoria, with tho evi- 
dent intention of getting to China by one 
of tho iMiipresses. How ho managed to get 
rid of his "boodle" is a mystery, as he 
has now but $115 to his credit, while his 
former employers are mourning over the 
loss of S'J,"),()(li), which they claim they can 
trace to biiu. ICvidence suirioieut to prove 
defalcations to this anionnt is said to be in 
tho possession of Anthony. Unless the 
prisoner be advised to await the completion 
of extradition proceedings, to-morrow, it is 
probable that he will return with Anthony 
this evening. Ho atill keeps his mouth 
closed aa to how he got oil' on that memor- 
able evening on which the local police were 
ufler him with a warraul for his arrest. 

The.lishinj; slooi) on which he is supposed 
to have made good hia lirsl escijie from 
Victoria returiied to jiorl yeateiday with 
her owner and anothi-r lisliermai), iiami.-d 
Vernon, ou board. Neither will, however, 
say more than that they left V'ictori;i on 
the morning of .Sinulay week, and tluit there 
was no stranger on baud then. There was 
another passenger, they say, but he is a 
man well known in the city, and one who ia 
now in town. The men claim that there 
was nothing special in their trip aud deny 
any complicity in carrying oiT a man who 
was seeking to evade justice. Tho police, 
however, think they are on tho correct 
trail and intend following it up, but what 
cm be gained by it, beyond the exposure 
of the parties concerned, it is diflicult to 
600. Tho offence was not committed in this 
ciuntry, ancl once Wolffe is transferred to 
the other side ot the border Victorians will 
have little interest in him. He does not 
owe anything here, and the only ones who 
suffer by his wrong-doing are the firm, he 
was' connected with in San Francisco.

ALCOHOLIC BEYEEAGES. 

To THE Editor:— Of what use is it ask- 
ing whether the Anglo-Saxon race, the 
world over, would have been morally, 

physically ami intellectually better had 
alcohol never existed '.' Of what use is it 
asking the quostio.i whether the raoc would 
he morally, physically and intellectually 
better were they now debarred from further 
use of alcoholic beverages It seems evi- 
dent that no answer can be given to this 
(jue.stiou. Xo one can tell how much or 
what etl'ejt the use of alcohol has had on 
our race, and none can tell the result of dt 
barring them from it now. Anyhow, it is 
a phyaic.il impossibility to do so unlcas all 
the nations of the wurld were to pass pro 
hibitory laws. 

Tho uso of wines seems to have been of 
very remote anticpiity, and indeed, no pro 
hibitiou to their temperate uso is to hi 
found even in the Old or ISew Testament 
moreover Christian nations are notoriously 
the greatest driukera of alcoholic fluids, and 
theae nationa are generally conaiderod (at 
all events by themselves) morally, physi 
cally and intellectually superior to any 
other nations. Fur be it from me to assert 
that this superiority is owing to ardent 
spirits. 

It is likewise said that a large proportion 
of the crimes committed are consequent on 
the use of alcohol; but are not the crimiaala 
a very ainall portion of our race ? The real 
crimes arc of a domestic nature, common 
and awful, but which do not usually come 
before the courta of justice. 

J I has never yet been proven that the 
moderate use of a[iirils, wines or beer, have 
had an injurious ellecl morally, physie-ally 
or intellectually on man; indeed, the evi- 
dence points rather in an op[ioaite direction. 

That the immoderate use of spirits — i. e., 
dninkenne.ss— Icaila to moral, iutullectnal 
and |)h ysical degradat ion ,and ia the cause of 
fiightful domestic and other unhap|)ines3, 
none can deny but all deplore ; yet wouiil 
it be right or just that all men should be 
punished for the crime of the.se drunkards? 
Taking the jKJiiulation in a lum]), are these 
drunkardu so very numerous'.' 1 think not. 

Wliat is it that makea our race have a 
liking for alcoholic beverages '.' It is an aji- 
petite, and there must lie a reason for it. 
Drunkenness would appear to be c uised by 
an abnormal morbid Hp|)etile for this par. 
ticiilar thing, and doublli!ss ia often the re- 
.suit of u badly balanced nervoua aystcni. 
It is certain, however that this inordinate 
and abnormal desire or disease arisea also 
from other oausoa. Therefore, to remedy 
drunkenness, it ia necessary to find out the 
cause and then remove it. Possibly, in 
many oases this is impossible, but would it 
not ho well to treat all confirmed drunk- 
ards as lnnatic.°, and aonfiue them within 
certain bouiularica; deprive thoni of the use 
of their property and place it io tho hands 
of Government truatcet ; take their names off 
the lists of voters, for they are not lit to be 
citizens: give their names to publicans and 
punish them if, afti^r this, they sup[)ly 
I hem with any. It ia of no use, anyhow, 
being Utopian — nothing will cure the evil, 
but it may be rendered iniich leas injurious, 
aa well to the individual as the public, by 
judicious inoasueea, hut here the cost im- 
mediately ateps in and it is not probable 
that the public would hear it. Jt ia said 
that prisoners who have been confined in 
jail for inonlba, aro not cured of this ac. 
cursed appetite, but immediately, on leav- 
ing, make a straight course for the grog 
shop. No treatment seems to have any 
ell'ect, for tho individual secma to have lost 
ill self control — tho remedy lies with the 
individual, he alouu can ciue, but the abil- 
ity ia absent. 

There cannot be a doubt that many labor 
more for the sake of getting drink than 
food, and possibly in tlio black country, 
uniidst furnaces and so forth, a great deal of 
work would not be done at all, so labodous 
is it, were these people not supplied with 
spirits and— ignorance. After all there 



does not seem to bo .any sudden curative 
iigenl. Let Christians use Christian means 
j to teach men better, anu^ above all take in 
hand the young and train them up in the 
5^ ay they should go. AftOr all doca not 
habitdu a great measure arise from the 
iutcuk,'' competition — tho imme'oso wear and 
worry of modern life— the use ot' stimulants 
t(>be.able lo keep up to work — i.'^bova all, 
ithed«riro ol' everyone to live in a b'tato of 
luxury. Natui'al living and the _ ,^'^in'ple 
habits of our ancestors - have diaappe.'tred 
with advancing anJ advanced— -civilizatio:^ !

It is a.'^rell known fact that the editor 
and proprietor of the Kicker has for several 
years poasessed a private graveyard. Ho 
began with one " plant," and under tho 
meat adverse circumstances, liut by tho cc- 
eroiso of diligence, peraovoranee iitid good 
judgment, he had, up to ii year a^o, in- 
creased the number to ten. Two years ^igo 
ho bought an aero of sandy ground and en- 
closed it with a neat picket fence. The 
ground was sodded anil set out with aliruba, 
vines and llowers, the graves were [ilaoed in 
regular order on each .side of the main 
avenue, and the spot has really been the 
only one in tho neighborhood to interest 
sightseers.

The .Southern Paeittc Opens Its Fight AVith the 
Northern and Cniiadiau Paclllc Boaus. 

St. LoKis, Mo., No. 2-"! —Tbe SoutlKrn 
Pacific railway eomp.iiiy haa I \kfn important 
aclinn in the m.Uter of the boycott against 
the Northern Pacific, Central Pacific and 
L'oion I'.icilic in regard to the Ccast 
irallio. Orilers have been i.ssued from 
the Southern Pacific heatlijmii ler.s, an- 
nouncing that after December .'ilst, 
tickets, single or round trip, must not be 
sold, nor baggage checked through I'orX- 
land or Mat Portland, Oregon, to jioints on 
the Southern Pacific road in Oregon and 
California via the North Pacific, via Patno 
or Wallula Juoction, or via the 
Canadian Pacific railway. The South- 
ern Pacific will not honor any 
such ticketa commencing January 1, ISDIi, 
unless told prior to that date, nor will it 
accept any baggage for Portland under these 
ehcclcs.
